But he warned in his speech, a 
report delivered Jan, fi to a gen-j 
eral meeting of party organiza-' 
tion.s in Moscow, that war will 
pome if capitalist nations try to 
resist communism's victory — a 
victory he said is “ inevitable by 
the laws of historical develop­ 
ment." 
Algerian Cnnflkl Kxample

of the third class of war. 
Khrushchev .said of Algeria* 
“ It is a .sacred war. We rec­ 
ognize such wars.

No.1 Red Claims!

MOSCOW (AP>—Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev says the 
world Communist movement fully 
supports wars of national libera­ 
tion. 
The .Soviet leader in a 20,000- 
word speech published Tuesday in 
the magazine Kommumst called 
such conflicts a third class of war 
as distinguished from total ther­ 
monuclear and 
limited 
“ brush 
fire” wars. 
Khrushchev declared that war 
is not necessary for a victory by 
world communism, which he said 
“ is not far off.” 
Put he warned in his speech, a 
report delivered Jan. ti to a gen­ 
eral meeting of party organza-; 
tions in Moscow, that war will 
come if capitalist nations try to 
resist communism's victory — a 
victory he said is “ inevitable by 
the laws of historical develop­ 
ment.” 
Algerian Conflict Example 
Khrushchev cited the present 
Algerian conflict as an example 
of the third class of war. 
Khrushchev said of Algeria* 
“ It is a sacred war. We rec 
agnize such wars. We have helped 
and shall go on helping people 
fighting for their freedom ” 
As another example he men­ 
tioned the revolution in Cuba and 
said that “ led by Fide! Castro the 
people of Cuba won ” Khrushchev 
noted that the I'nited States “ did 
not 
directly intervene 
in that 
war.” 
His samples of the second class 
of war. local war which might de­ 
velop into big ones, were the In­ 
dochina fighting of 1953 S4 and 
British French action in Suez in 
1936. He made no mention of the 
fighting in Laos 
He said it was to communism's 
advantage to avoid annihilating 
thermonuclear and “ brush fire” 
wars.

- Economic Outlook 


Some business experts who have taken a 
second look at the economic picture lately find 
it is not nearly so gloomy as it first appeared. 


It is a notable fact that where the views have 
changed, consumer psychology and not dry sta­ 
tistics has been the influencing factor. 
The latest study along this line is a report 
by the University of Michigan Survey Research 
Center on consumer attitudes. 
It found that 
while a part of the buying public may be uneasy 
about the immediate future, it is not nearly so 
jittery as some economists in the forecasting 


business. 
Public uncertainty is a by-product of change­ 
overs in national administrations. 
The survey 
estimated that buying caution generally is likely 


for a while. Apparently consumers are taking a 
wait-and-see position until the new administra­ 


tion settles down. 
Rut there doesn t seem to be much doubt 
about public acceptance of the 1961 line of autos. 
Researchers found that intentions to buy new 
cars are as high today as at any time since late 
1956. 
This disproves the belief held by some 
business experts that perhaps Americans have 
too much of nearly everything. There seems to 


be no limit to the public's desires.

The principal positive achievement of the E isen­ 


hower Administration was that he managed to m ain­ 


tain the peace. 
But the price has been so enormous 


that one might almost say that his was a peace at any 


JT price. It was during h.s right years that Soviet Russia 


achieved victory a p e r victory in m any fields and the 


United States took insult after insult in m any areas 


Nevertheless, this did not Impair Eisenhower'! 


personal popularity; in fact, every insult hurled at 


him in South America where Nice President Nixon 


was abused, in Tnkvo where Red China provoked 


demonstrations against the President, at the Paris 


Summit Conference where Eisenhower was treated 


with malicious sham elessn ess, in the I nited Nations 


where Khrushchev hurled boorish imprecations at 


him—all these and more won him an increasing 


measure of sym pathy within the I nited States. 


Outside the United States, however, American pres­ 


tige suffered because many nations believed that the 


United States accepted the insults of Castro and the 


proddings of Nehru, Tito and Nasser since we had 


become afraid of Soviet Russia 
And in international 
relations, the country that is afraid is regarded as 
already defeated 
This is particularly true of 
the 
patience 
the 
Eisenhower 
Administration 
showed 
to 
Castro. 


The Sherm an A dam s affair left Eisenhower's repu­ 
tation untouched. 
Presidents Grant, Harding and T ru­ 
m an suffered popu ar displeasure for similar escapades, 
g rea'er or lesser in degree 
But {eisenhower s reputa­ 
tion remained untarnished 


It is true that his golf playing became a national 
joke hut not more than Theodore Roosevelt's strenuous 
life or Herbert Hoover's handball court or Franklin D 
Roosevelt’s swimming pool 
It was generally assum ed 
that the President required exercise hut no one could 
quite understand how' he managed to get all his work 
done. if he did. 
* 


It was also recognized that President Eisenhower 
did not understand all the complexities of our govern­ 
ment because he had been in the Army, out of the 
country, for so m any years. It was, however, accepted 
that for this very reason, he knew how to delegate 
authority and responsibility. 


During the life-time of John Foster Dulles, it was 
generally assumed that he managed our foreign affairs 
without much consultation either at the White House 
or the State D epartm ent. 
He laid down policy and 
acted on it and the President did not seem, in his press 
conferences and elsewhere, to know too much about it. 
After Dulles died. Eisenhower managed his own foreign 
policy which often brought him criticism. 


.Similarly, in the Treasury, his,first Secretary, 
George 
Humphrey, was 
believed to be 
a 
great 
authority on money ; 
he had long 
m anaged and 
financed big business and it was not expected that 
the President would ofter him too many objections. 
Subsequently, this post was taken bv Robert Ander­ 
son of Ventures, l td., a Canadian mining and nil 
enterprise 
Ile also has been regarded as a man 
who understands money and therefore, the Presi­ 
dent. who has no proficiency in econom ies, did not 
interfere much with (he Treasury. 


| 
President Eisenhower, having been accustomed all 
his life to staff work, in tho Army, found it not too 
difficult to organize the White House and the Cabinet 
in the same manner. 
The fact that our structure of 
govern m en t was different tv designed did not seem to 
trouble him 
What actually did develop during this 
Administration is that much authority was delegated 
and this seemed to please the President who believed 
that this country really needed two Presidents, or two 
Vice Presidents. What he had in mind was a Head of 
State and a Prim e Minister. 
Our Constitution has not 
provided for that. 
President Eisenhower leaves office a popular m an, 
secure in his position, possessing more wealth than he 
had when he entered the White House, but without a 
speck of scandal. 
His farm will become a center of 
attraction and m any will visit it. 
Ike Eisenhower is. 
indeed, a fortunate man.
